The installation of the water By- 
stem is a very important undertak- 
ing and if a satisfactory piece of 
work is done, once and for all time 


to come it will be a monument to 
the council and this committee es- 


pecially but if it proves unsatisfact- 
ory you will never hear last of it. 
I favor the best system possible to 
obtain though it costs a little more 
to install it, the expense afterward 
will be much less. 

This work should not be delayed 
a moment longer than is absolutely 
necessary and it seems to me that 
immediate action should be taken 
in the matter of calling for tenders 
for materials so as to know where 
you will place your order as soon 
as the final decision is made in the 
matter of borrowing powers, The 
people will certaiuly sustain the 
by-law now that the Alberta Raili- 
way and Irrigation Co. have so 
willingly agreed to make our con- 
tract satisfactory so as to assist us 
in this worthy undertaking.

The English brewers have unwise- 
ly sought to stem the rising tem- 
perance tide in their country by 
alleging the old fallacies about the 
nutritive qualities of beer. This 
has attracted the medical and other 
papers irto liberal expositions. of 
the scientific proof of the matter, 
which is highly detrimental to the 
claims of the brewers. It is point- 
ed out that in order to get as much 
true value as there is in a glass of 
milk a man would have to drink so 
much beer that the alcoho! in it 
would make him stupidly drunk, 1 
it did not bring him to the verge 
of delirium tremens. The state- 
ment of Baron von Liebig, the 
great German chemist, is recalled 
that there is more nutritive value 
in the flour that one can hold on 
the point of a table knife than in 
40 quarts of the best Bavarian beer. 
Gautier, the great French chemist 
and authority on foods, points out 
that beer contains an immense pro- 
portion of the salts that work so 
disastrously upon the body, and 


are one of the causes for ti). 
ening of the arteries and a ten- 


dency to apoplexy, which proves so 
fatal to beer drinkers. Sir Willi- 
ar, Roberts, in England, and a 
number of eminent German physio- 
logists have carried on patient and 
long pxperinge its upon dogs and 
human beings which have proven 
that beer is highly detrimental to 
digestion, interfering to a very 
marked degree with the digestion 
of starch, which is the largest com- 
ponent in everybody’s food.

A Pittsburg millionaire, whose 
name is not to be made known, 
but who is not Andrew Carnegie, 
has given to the city Teachers’ as- 
sociation $250 000 as the substan- 
tial foundation for a pension fund 
for those who devote the best years 
of their life to work in the public 
schools. The example is one worth 
study. ‘‘What shall I do with my 
money?’ is a question often asked 
by people of wealth who have no 
immediate kin with claims upon 
their bounty as well as by those to 
whom great fortunes have come, 
the responsibility for distributing 
which is keenly felt. Recent years 
have witnessed the establishment 
of a well endowed foundation for 
retiring allowances for college and 
university teachers, a foundation 
fo. carrying on reasarch in ab- 
struse and difficult lines where the 
prospect of financial returns is re- 
mote, one for investigating prob- 
lems of present day society, one for 
earnest search into the causes ‘f 
infectious diseases. 


All these are good, But the pro 
vision for the veterans of the pub- 
lic schoo! service has not yet been 
made. In a country where the 
schools are counted the bulwark 
of the nation this is a strange si- 
tuation. The teachers, as a rule, 
are poorly paid. They have little 
chance to save for the rainy dsy. 
Many of them give their lives with 
unsparing energy to shaping the 
character of their youthful charges. 
Ii is a profession lacking some of 
the compensations which the col- 
lege and university teacher have- 
But its fundamental importance 
n one ever doubts. The Pittsburg 
beginning may remain an isolatr 
case. On the other hand the gift 
to the teachers of that city may 
lead to similar ones elsewhere, 1t 
may even inspire some one of large 
resources to endow a general fund 
for the country at large, which, ad- 
ministered wisely, would prove a 
boon to many who look forward 
fearfully to the days of retirement 
and close calculation when they 
should be happy in the gratitude 
and care of those who realize what 
they have accomplished for young 
hija and character. ;

“There are in India,’’ said the 
Master of Elibank, ‘‘a few sedi- 
tionists, and they are held im con- 
tempt by the mass of the people of 
India.. 

“This country will maintain or- 
der, and the stirrers-up of sedition 
will be removed from the sphere 
of a mischevious activity. There 
will be no supineness of vacilla- 
tion in dealing with anarchial out- 
rage and sedition,”’
